Capt. Thomas S. Baldwin, who has 
set 56 p. m. Saturday as the time for 
his aeroplane flight of the St. Louis 
river front, arranged by the Post-Dis- 
patch, went to the North St. Louis 
aviation field Friday morning to com- 
plete setting up his machine, ‘Red 
Devil.’ He found the work practically | 
finished by his two mechanicians an 
pronounced the biplane as thoroughly 
air-worthy as it has been in his al- 
most daily flights this summer at Min- 
eola, Long Island. 

When Capt. Baldwin was informed 
3 the weather man’s prediction that 
Raturday would be fair with light 
winds, calming toward evening he ex- 
claimed: “Fine, Ull fly tomorrow!” 

Signal flags, following a code 
described elsewhere in the Post-Dis- 
patch, will tell the public Saturday 
afternoon whether Capt. Baldwin finds 
it possible to carry out his program. 
High wind or heavy and continuous 
rain would prevent the river flight. 
Field flights might be given when the 
river flight could not. The flags shown 
on street cars and at designated points 
will serve as bulletins of the latest 
plane, 

All field flights, and the start of 
the river flight, will be made at the 
North St. Louis aviation field, east 
of Bellefontaine Cemetery. The field 
ia reached by the Broadway cars di- 
rect, or by the Taylor, Sarah and 
Rellefontaine lines by walking 
through O’Fallonm Park or over Birch- 
er avenue, north of the park. 

All flights will be free to the public. 

President MoCulloch of the United 
Railways Co. said Friday that all the 
ears that could run on the two tracks 
of the Broadway line would be in serv- 
ice on that line Saturday afternoon. 
Extra cars will also be run on the Tay- 
lor, Sarah and Bellefontaine lines. 

Routes for Automobiles. 

North St. Louis has several fine 
‘asphalt streets which offer attractive 
routes for automobiles going to the field. 
A special space has been provided for 
autos on the grounds. 

For automobile drivers who wish to 
avoid the sometimes congested traffic 
on Broadway, Street Commissioner Tra- 
villa Friday outlined the following 
routes from various parts of the cily 
to the aviation field: 

From downtown, north on Ninth 
street to Salisbury, thence on Elev- 
enth to Broadway, north to Hum- 
boldt avegue; from the Central 
West End and South Side, Grand 
avenue, Lee and Warne avenues to 
O’Talion Park, through the park to 
Broadway; from further west, via 
Newstead and Pope avenues to 
O'Fallon Park and through the park 
to Broadway, or via Union and Ber- 
nays avenues and Calvary avenue 
to Broadway, then south to Hum- 
boldt. Autos turn in at Humboldt 
avenue, 7200 north, and run east to 
reserved space. 

The best pjace to see the river 
flight will be along the river front, 
on cither side of the Mississippi, or 
cr Bads Bridge. Capt. Baldwin in- 
tends to fly from his starting point, 
about 8900 north, to a point opposite 
the foot of Arsenal sti , 83100 south, 
a distance of 100 city biocks. 

Te Derncend on East Side. 

He will fly overland from the field 
te a point somewhere above the Mer- 
chants’ Bridge and will follow the 
river for the rest of the eight-mile 
course to the east side landing of the 
Cahokia ferry. There he expects to 
deacend and, reascending 10 or 15 
minutes later, to fly back to the field. 
If he should decide not to fly back, the 
ferryboat would carry his machine | 
back to St. Louis. ' 

He expects to fly at a height of 
several hundred feet, so as to clear 
the Merchants’, McKinley and Eads 
bridges bya good margin, and to 
make a speed of not less than 46 
miles an hour. This high speed is 
made necessary by the heavy build 
of his biplane and by his own weight, 
a little more than £00 pounds,

Horse Tries to Clim Out by 
Mounting Mule’s Back, 
but Is Dislodged. 








A dray horse ttrned acrobat and 
danced bareback on the spinal column 
of a mule for several minutes Friday 
morning, after both had fallen into a 
sewer, which caved in at 124 Ferry 
street. The mule objected obstinately 
and by kicks and lunges succeeded in 
dislodging its equine rider. They were 
extricated three hours later with a der- 
rick, but not before the mule had nearly 
strangled itself with its bridle. 

The team was attached to a wagon 
loaded with 1000 fire bricks and was 
driven by Herman Fischer of 6221 Blair 
avenue. They were nearing Second and 
Ferry streets when the rear wheels of 
the wagon dropped through the street 
into a 15-foot sewer. Fischer saved him- 
seif by jurmping to the street as the 
wagon went down. The ,hole was 10 
feet wide. 

he weight of the brick drew the 
‘horse and mule down after the wagon, 
but they pawed at the edges of the 
chasm until they worked their way half 
around it. Then the animals plumped 
into the hole, with the mule beneath 
and the horse on its back. Their con- 
necting harness was broken by the fall. 

The horse was attempting to stand on 
its hind legs on the mule’s back and 
clamber out, when the Missouri emblem, 
rearing and kicking, tumbled its rider 
back into the pit. In the struggle the 
mule’s bridle became wrapped aroun 
its neck, so that it seemed for a time to 
be suffocating. But it released itself 
and horse and mule, side by side but 
facing opposite ways, stood lowering in 
a foot and a half of sewage until res- 
cued. 

The mouth of the hole was narrow, 
but wnderground it widened like a bell, 
leaving plenty of room for the wagon 
and team. Both animals were consider- 
ably scratched when they were hauled 
out. 

A block away workmen were repairing 
a cave-in of the same sewer. Residents 
say that the sewer is too small for the 
volume of water passing through it, and 
that its walls have been weakened by 
the strain.

If from any cause the river flight 
cannot be made at the appointed 
time, a white flag signal wil! be dis- 
played from the city flagpole, located 
at the Wharf Commissioner's office, 
foot of Market.street, and a similar 
flag displayed from the harbor 
steamer Erastus Wells.

Delegates at Convention Rep- 
resent 28 Wards and 32 
Counties. 








SEVEN IN THE FIELD 





W. C. Bryan and C. W. Bates 
Lead in-City to Succeed 
Goode. 





Democratic committeemen from the 28 
wards of St. Louis, and chairmen of 32 
county committees, met Friday at the 
American Hotel to choose a candidate 
for the short term in the St. Louis 
Court of Appeals, made vacant by Judge 
Richard L. Goode’s resignation and 
temporarily filled by the appointment 
of oe S. Caulifield. 

A lively contest at the afternoon ses- 
Sion between the two city candidates 
and the five from outside the city was 
in prospect, and it was predicted that 
several ballots would be required to 
nominate. 

Eighteen of the city committeemen 
were said to be pledged to W. Christy 
Bryan on the first ballot. Others were 
expected to support Charles W. Bates, 
whose nomination was urged by a del- 
egation of lawyers, headed by O'Neill 
Ryan, Daniel Dillon and T. R. Bland. 

Five Outside Candidates. 

The five candidates from outside the 
city were: B. F. Marbury of Farming- 
ton, W, W. Frey of Mexico, Marsh Ar- 
nold of Southeast Missourl, T. R. R. 
Ely of New Madrid County and V. L. 
Drain of Shelbyville. Marbury and Frey 
were said to be sure of the votes of 
their respective congressional districts, 
the Thirteenth and the Ninth. 

Judge H. W. Johnson of Montgomery 
City presided at the opening, and E. 
P. Rosenberger of Montgomery City was 
,chosen temporary chairman, and Ed- 
ward Wright of St. Louis, temporary 
secretary. An opinion from Attorney- 
General Major, setting forth the legal 
manner of making the nomination, was 
read by State Senator Kinney. 

The district was formerly Democratic, 
but since it was divided to. make room 
for the Springfield Court of Appeals, 
it has been doubtful, and the two judges 
elected since Goode have been Repub- 
licans. Caulfield, appointed by Gov. 
Hadley immediately upon Goode's res- 
ignation, is expected to be.the Repub- 
lican nominee. 

Convention Takes Recess. 

After appointing committees on cre- 
dentials and organization and permanent 
order of business, the convention ad- 
journed until 1:30 p. m. There are dele- 
gates in the convention from eight con- 
gressional districts, and each district, 
except the Second, which has but one 
county in the district, was given repre- 
sentation on all committees, +

G. Gose, First District; William Far- 
rell, Second District; Ed A. Glenn, Ninth 
District; H. W. Fay, Tenth District; 
T. J. Leonard, Eleventh District; John 
Clooney, Twelfth District; R. S. Dan- 
iels, Thirteenth District, and Ralph 
Wommack, Fourteenth District. 

The Committee on Organization and 
Permanent Order of Business is com- 
prised of John F. Beal, First District; 
Green Clay, Ninth District; C. L. Shot- 
well, Tenth District; Joseph Brogan, 
Eleventh District; Clinton Boogher, 
Twelfth District; C. R. Pratt, Thirteenth 
District, and R. L. Ward, Fourteenth 
District.

That Wine was slain, as Karner was 
wounded, willfully and.without necessity 
is the belief of the authorities. Thomas 
Griffin, electrician on the train. left 
Wine alone in the rear vestibule, he 
Says, only a few moments before the 
shot sounded which ended his life. 
There was no time, the police say, for 
a struggle. The desperado appears to 
have swung upon the platform and shot 
{he flagman instantly, probably without 
a& word. | 

“It would have been easy, and just 
as effective,” said Chief Young, “for 
the robber to have covered Wine with 
his revolver and driven him before him 
into the car.” 

Karner was held up at night in front 
Of 2281 South Vandeventer avenue and 
robbed of $11. He offered no resist- 
ance. After obtaining the money the 
highwayman compelled his victim to 
sit down upon a step with his hands 
above his head. As he sat in this posi- 
tion the robber deliberately shot him 
through the abdomen. Karner hung for 
many days between life and death. He 
is now recovering at the City Hospital.

Allowing for the confusion and ex- 
citement of the victims, the perpetrat- 
ors of both crimes resembled one an- 
other in physique, according to the de- 
scripttons of them, as well as in tem- 
peraments.

Railways preferred declined abruptly 


from $59.75 a share to $58, the lowest 
price at which it has ever been sold, At 


nearly 10 per cent, or almost double that 
of other leading local issues. 

About three hundred shares changed 
hands Friday and a total of 700 for the 
last five days. There has been no ex- 
planation of the heavy selling. : 

President McCulloch told a Post#Dis- 
patch reporter that he knew nothing of 
the rumored dividend cut. 

“There have been no developments 
that I know of warranting this liquida- 
tion,’’ said Presidnt McCulloch. 

Stock Breaks at Opening. : 

Before the exchange opened ~ Friday, 
brokers were offering Railways pre- 
ferred at $59 a share, or 75 cents a 
share below Thursday’s closing price. 
The first transaction was 25 shares~ at 
this figure. 

There was a quick slump to $58, and 
10 shares changed hands at that price. 
Sales of 100 shares were made at $57.50 
to $57.25. From this point the downturn 
to $56 was rapid. Toward the close 
there. was a slight fally, $56.50 being 
asked. 

Twenty-five shares of the common 
were disposed of at $12. More was of- 
fered at this price, with no takers. 

The final bid on the common was 10%, 
with 11 a share asked. The 4 per cent 
bonds of the company were fairly 
steady. Banking and other issues held 
firm. 

The North American company owns 
$17,000,000 of the $25,000,000 issue of United 
Railways common, for which it paid $23 
a share. It was hinted in some quarters 
that the North American company was 
willing that the dividend on ‘the .pre- 
ferred be reduced or entirely suspended, 
but there is no confirmation of this re- 
port.

Absence of Three Members 
Leaves Committee Without 
Necessary Quorum. 
MEETING IS HELD 
Five Sign Criticism of Bal- 


linger and One Makes an 
Independent Finding.

MINNEAPOLIS, Sept. 9.—But_ six 
members of the Ballinger-Pinchot In- 
vestigating Committee, one less than 
a quorum, were present when the ses- 
sions opened today. Senator Suther- 
land of Utah and two other Republi- 
cans, Representatives Samuel VW. Mec- 
Call of Massachusetts and Edwin 
Denby of Michigan refused to attend. 

The failure of the three members to 
attend when the session was opened was 
decided on last night, following the ar- 
rival of Representative Denby. Denby 
had declared that the action of five 
members who adopted a_ resolution 
Wednesday of Representative Madison 
of Kansas, an insurgent Republican, 
which charged that Secretary Ballinger 
was unfit and should be removed, was 
the ‘“‘most extraordinary, indefensible 
and unjudicial act that partisan politics 
could devise."’ 

Meeting Called to Order. 

In view of that, he said, it would be 
absurd to meet with those members 
when they already had promulgated 
their decision. 

Messrs. Sutherland and McCall took a 
similar view and failed to put in an ap- 
pearance. Chairman Nelson, the only 
Republican member besides Madison, 
the insurgent Republican, was present 
and the meeting was regularly called 
to order. In addition to Madison and 
Nelson, the Democratic members in at- 
tendance were: Senators Purcell, North 
Dakota; Fletcher, Florida; and Repre- 
sentatives Ollie M. James of Kentucky 
and James M. Graham of Illinois.

In view of the positive declarations of 
Messrs. Denby and others that they 
would not attend, his mission seemed 
futile.

License as Pilot and Master Held 
Up Six Months Because of 
His Testimony. 


Capt. Harry N. Crane, who was in 


charge of the river steamboat, City 
of Saltillo, which sank at Glen Park 
four months ago with a loss of 12 
lives, was notified Friday that his 
license as master and pilot had been 
suspended for six months.

CHICAGO, Sept. 9.—The strike of 
Illinois coal miners, which has been 
in effect for 23 weeks, came to an 
end when a committee of the Illinois 
Coal Operators’ Association signed an 
agreement adopting a wage scale out- 
lined by the Peoria miners’ conven- 
tion. The men will return to work 
Saturday morning. 

The adoption of the Peorla scale is 


~ hela by the miners as a complete 


victory. It carries a general increase 
of 3 cents a ton throughout the 
State, an increase of 5 cents in the 
northern fields and 6 cents in Frank- 
lin and Williamson counties. 

The operators also agreed to an in- 
crease of 5.55 per cent for all day 
laborers and in the future will pay 
the wages of shot firers, formerly 
paid by the miners. This will in- 
crease the cost to the operators be- 
tween 2 and 3 cents for each ton. 
The wage increase, together with new 
safety appliances which must be in- 
etalled in compliance with a recent- 
ly passed law will increase the min- 
ing cost about 12 cents a ton..

WEIGHT INSPECTOR ASKS A LAW 
PERMITTING TESTS OF SCALES 








Device Condemned in Massachu- 


setts Is Declared as Honest 


as Any Made. 
An ordinance which is being prepared 


by Inspector of Weights and Measures tee 


Anderson for introduction in the Munici- 
pal Assembly in October will give him 
authority to inspect and test the com- 
puting charts of certain types of scales 
now largely used in St. Louis. 

The Post-Dispatch, in an article pub- 
lished June 28, 1910, referred to a certain 
type of computing scale as having been 
legislated out of existence in Massa- 
chusetts. This scale is largely used in 
Bt. Louis. 


The Inspector of Weights and icons | 


ures of Boston states that the scale in 
question now meets all of the require- 
ments of the Massachusetts law, and 
fa in general use in that State. The 
manufacturers of the scale hive placed 
in the possession of the Post-Dispatch 
evidence tending to show that the scale 
fs accurate, both as to its weighing and 
computing features, when honestly used. 

The. original story referred to a test 
of the scalé said to have been made 


by the Treasury Department of Massa- 


chusetts. This test, according to the 
manufacturers, has been made-in va- 
rious courts and criticised by judges as 
a dishonest use of the scale. In the 
United States Court at Omaha, in a suit 
against the Mayor and Sealer of that 


city, as defendants, such a test is re- 


ferred to by the master in the following 
language: 

“In the operation of the scale a dis- 
honest dealer can, by putting a quantity 
on the platform less than two ounces, or 


‘jess than a multiple of two ounces, 


bring into his view the figures repre- 
senting the value of full two ounces or 
such multiple of two ounces; but neither 
the indicated weight in the scale, for 
which the figures are the computed 
value, nor the figures themselves will 
rise to the line on which the scale bal- 
ances when empty, unless full two 
ounces or the required multiple is on 
the platform, nor can any manipulation 
of the scale make them so. 

“No scale can be devised which will 
prevent dishonest weighing and dishon- 
est weighing cannot be practiced with 


wthis scale with any greater facility or 


success than with any other, as what- 
ever is done must be done with the 
weight actually and plainly registered 
in the view of the purchaser—an exact 
@uplicate (so far as weight is con-

FIREPROOF SCHOOL BUILDINGS. 

A most agreeable feature of the opening of the 
schools is that the danger from fire, due to 
wooden staircases, has been removed. The Board 
of Education has carried out the promise made 
when the subject was revived again last winter 


.by the Post-Dispatch, and while there is some 


work yet to be done, the mare dangerous build- 
ings have been provided with the most modern 
fireproof staircases or entirely rebuilt. 

It is a matter of safety which would not ad- 
mit of the delay necessarily the result of waiting 
for the completion of the entire program of hav- 
ing all modern school buildings in the city. Even 
without the completion of this program, St. Louis 
is without a rival in the character of its schools, 
and when the work is done it will be the first city 
in this respect.

But when, as a 
credible Boston business man, Mr. M. S. Ayer re- 
ports that he has had this information as a fact 
from the late Prof. James, communicating as 
facts of eternity what all may wish to be true, all 
are thrown back at once on the nature of evi- 
dence. 

This is illustrated again at the other extreme 
when a scientific telegram from California reports 
the discovery of a group of very ancient skeletons, 
resembling recent skeletons in most things and 
aiffering chiefly in having bony projections from 
the skull, distinctly in the nature of horns. It is 
a well-known fact of science that living men do 
occasionally develop “osseous projections” from 
the skull which in common language are “horns.” 
It is equally well known that science can explain 
such “freaks” only as ‘reversions to primitive 
type.” The tradition of a primitive type of horned 
men, or fauns and satyrs, is as well known as the 
tradition of the sea serpent. There are affidavits 
and signed statements on the appearance of the 
sea serpent enough, if made in any other connec- 
tion, to decide any case at law up to the Supreme 
Court of the United States. But they are not evi- 
dence. By the same rule, everything credited to 
Prof. James by Mr. Ayer may be credible without 
being evidence. We can go on believing as we 
please, with it or without it.

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THE ART OF BED NAKING. 

Bed making as an art may have a flavor of odd-

. Aviation is still a delicate art. Successful 


flights even by the most experienced and skill- 
ful airmen are impossible unless all conditions 
are favorable. For the flights by Capt. Thomas 
S Baldwin, under the auspices of the Post-Dis- 
patch, all arrangements have been made. The 
conditions are favorable so far as human ef- 
fort can make them so. As to the weather the 
conditions are promising. If there is a light 
wind the chances are that Capt. Baldwin will 
give a spectacular performance and make the 
river flight of 15 miles down and back. If there 
is a breeze he will probably not essay the long 
flight, but give exhibitions at the aviation field. 
If the wind is strong or weather conditions 80 
unfavorable that flying is impossible, there will 
necessarily be a postponement. There are three 
days of flights and three chances for the river 
achievement. | 

There is much disappointment that Clifford 
B.gHarmon could not fulfill his promise to fly 
here for the. Post-Dispatch. His absence attests 
the uncertainty of aviation. Since he gave his 
promise to the Post-Dispatch that he would fly 
at St. Louis he has had two machines broken. 
This disappointment is modified by the substitu- 
tion of that sturdy and experienced airman, 
Baldwin, whose name has been connected with 
aeronautics for many years. Balloons, para- 
chutes and later, dirigibles, 
ments for the Captain’s displays of skill and 
daring. Now he has taken to the aeroplane and 
to it he brings an experience, a determination 
and a sound judgment which places him in a 
class alone. His fellow flyers accept his decision 
as to conditions without question and look to 
him for the guidance and advice which his years 
of fighting the air make valuable.

HOME AND FOREIGN RAILWAYS. 

Mr. Lane of the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion has just returned from the International Rail- 
way Conference at Berne. He speaks with exul- 
tation of the vast superiority of American rail- 
way traffic over that of Europe; but notes also 
that in some respects the European railway man- 
agers are able to teach us lessons well worth the 
learning. 

As an evidence of the superiority of our lines, 
Mr. Lane says: “I have seen more freight moving 
in a single hour at Chicago, Pittsburg and Jersey 
City than I saw in an entire month in Europe.” 
The cause of our superiority, he states, with exact 
accuracy: “Our railroading system is without 
parallel because we are living as a nation, while 
in Burope they live as communities.” That is the 
whole story. |

our states. So we flourish. But in Europe the 
protective tariff system dominates and dwarfs. 
The continent is cut up into a dozen “protected” 
nations. The curse of custom houses is over all. 
Traffic is hampered. Trade is baffled. Commerce 
is checked. 

Despite these protective tariff restrictions, Eu- 
ropean ‘railways, as Mr. Lane notes, manage to 
pay from 4 to 6 per cent dividends. Evidently 
their railway financiering differs from ours. They 
have not produced the bankrupt railways with the 
multimillionaire managers that our system pro- 
duces. This is a matter-the Government will 
have to look into when it undertakes effective 
supervision of corporations. 

We excel Europe so much in the management 
of railway traffic that we should at least rival 
her success in railway finance. 
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Mayor Gaynor, his friends say, will accept the 
Democratic nomination for governor of New 
York. ‘The rest will be very easy. 
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A DISPUTE WELL ENDED. 

The decision given by the International Court 
of Arbitration on the Newfoundland fisheries 
question is said to be satisfactory both to our 
Government and to that of Great Britain. It is 
to be hoped the report is true. A dispute over 
these fisheries has been going on ever since the 
separation of the United States from the Brtish 
Empire. Surely it is time to close it up. 

It is a curious illustration of how national an- 
tagonisms have been engendered and nourished 
in the world; that a controversy over a few kits 
of mackerel, some of it rotten, has at times come 
near to involving the people of the United States 
and those of Great Britain in a war that would 
have cost more than all the Newfoundland fish 
are worth. Even without a war that fish question 
has cost us much in the way of diplomatic nego- 
tiations, investigations, explorations and ban- 
quets. Never has there been for more than a hun- 
dred years any kind-of treaty agreement be- 
tween the United States and Great Britain that 
did not have some kind of a fuss to begin with 
and a feast to end with on that subject. Now it 
is over let us rejoice. Salt mackerel no longer 
gives a thirst for war as well as water. 
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Politicians in Illinois have reached the point 
where they denounce “the blistered tongue of per- 
jury” but avoid showing their own. 
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Artist Ferdinand Pinney Earle says he is 
through with affinities, but it cannot be because 
the supply is exhausted. 
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Just as soon as the earth has been adequately 
upholstered everyone will want to fly.

THE NEW NATIONALISM. 
From the Springfield Republican. 

Great fortunes, we are told, should be 
made impossible altogether by the dras- 
tic imposition of graduated income and 
inheritance taxes levied, not primarily 
for revenue, but for social purposes, It 
is at this point that Mr. Roosevelt 
strikes his extremest noté, for ‘‘it is not 
enough,’’ he says, that a fortune ‘“‘should 
have been gained ‘without doing dam- 
age to the community. We should per- 
mit it to be gained only so long as the 
gaining represents benefit to the com- 
munity.’’ Appreciating, apparently, 
what such language means, he adds: 

This, L.know, imy'‘es a policy of a far 

more active governmental interference 
with: social and economic conditions in 
this country than We have yet had, but 
[ think we have got to face the fact 
that such an increase in governmental 
control is now necessary. 
And surely we should get government 
control with a vengeance—ought we not 
to go at once into socialism and have 
done with all this pottering?—if the 
Government is to outlaw all that money 
making in behalf of which it can only be 
said that it does no harm to the com- 
munity. 

The ‘‘new nationalism” which Mr. 
Roosevelt preaches with so much em- 
phasis in the closing section of his ad- 
dress is indispensable to the carrying 
oft of such a program. It means in- 
evitably the development of a supreme 
Federal power, in the presence of which 
the states would shrivel and decay. Mr. 
Roosevelt’s conception of the “new na- 
tionalism,” as an agency for controlling 
special privilege and the aggressions of 
private wealth, is no doubt democratic, 
even radically democratic in its spirit, 
but with his impatience of the restraints 
of the judiciary, as expressed at Den- 
ver, and his distrust of written consti- 
tutions which are not “‘easy’’ to amend, 
as expressed at Pueblo, and his old- 
time contempt of Congress, as expressed 
so often during his last months in the 
presidency, he would undoubtedly land 
the republic, if given a free hand, in a 
form of democracy which would be the 
ready prey of the executive power. That 
is to say, the executive would be, in ef- 
fect, the entire government; and Mr. 
Roosevelt would finish either in social- 
ism or Caesarism.

The chances are much 
more against a young man’s being killed 
or wounded when his father takes him 
shooting or swimming than when he 
plays football. 

And yet they license the chance of 
one man to kill another, mistaking him 
for a Géer, while they make no move 
to restrict swimming.

Baseball More Fatal. 

O it is with football. Baseball had 

S a total, last year, of something 

like 44 deaths and an untold ros- 

ter of injured. Of these 4 deaths 

something like 20 were due to being 
hit in the head by pitched balls. 

Yet football is made the “goat.” When 
the facts were sifted down by a Prince- 
tonian, who took pains to get at the 
bottom of every injury and death re- 
ported due to the gridiron game, he 
found 14 deaths directly due to football. 
Most of those killed had been weak- 
lings or ill trained men. The two im- 
portant fatalities, Byrne of West Point 
and Wilson of Annapolis, were perhaps 
the only ones recorded in years where 
the men were fit and competent and 
members of teams with a high stand-

Surprised at Marriage. 

When told last night of Crane’s 
marriage, she appeared surprised, but 
stated her intention of immediately 
filing an amended petition, setting 
forth the necessary additional facts. 

In support of her claims, Miss McKee 
last night, at hér home, 2214 Forest 
avenue, held forth a small, shapely 
nand, on the engagement finger of 
which sparkled a diamond solitaire, 
which, she says, was givén to her as 
an engagement ring by Crane after a 
courtship of less than two months. 

In addition to a profusion of jew-

FISH LINE PLANT CAPTURED 


New York Park Secures Freak 


From Pacific Ocean. 


SEATTLE, Wash., Sept. 9.—One of 
the most remarkable aquatic plants 
known to betanists and said to be the 
largest weed in the world, a great sea- 
otter cabbage, has been successfully up- 
reoted off Vancouver Island and will 
soon be expressed to New York, where 
it will_be placed in a park. 

The weed grows in profusion in the 
waters of the Pacific Northwest and 
more abundantly toward Southeastern 
Adaska. Its length is ever 300 feet, the 
upper end possessing an air bladder 
shaped like and as large as a cask. 
From the tap of the cask dozens of 
spray like leaves emanate, often being 
80 to 8 feet long. These are feeders 
and supply the cask with air. The weed 
was called sea-otter cabbage by the 
Russians because of the habit the otter 
has of clinging to*the casks to sun. 
Despite its great length, the stem is so 
thin that Alaskan Indians use it for 
fish lines. The stem possesses great 
strength when wet, but is brittle when 
dry. The specimen secured has been 
transplanted to a tank of sea water, 
which Is freshened each day. It cost 
$500 to secure the plant, as an experi- 
enced diver had to be employed to locate

WILL CROSS SEA IN 24 HOURS 


Also Predicts Metal Flyers Will 
Attain Speed of 100 Miles 


An Hour. 


LONDON, Sept. 9.—J. B. Moissant, the 


aviator whose feat in bringing a pas- 
senger from Paris to London, is fully 
recognized by experts, although it was 
minimized in the public eye by the long 
delay in the last stage of his journey, 
made an interesting prophesy yesterday 
afternoon.- The occasion was the pre- 
sentation of a cup given by the Daily 
Mail. Moissant said: 

“In five years aeroplanes will be fly- 
ing across the Atlantic in 24 hours. In 
less than two years there will be a 
monoplane, with an engine of 200 horse- 
power, thrusting the machine through 
the air at 100 miles an hour. We shall 
then be able to laugh at contrary gusts 
of wind... By then aeroplanes will no 
longer be flimsy structures. It will be 
the era of the metal aeroplane.” 

Moisant admitted that engine makers 
have a lot of trial work to do, but the 
goal, he thinks, is in sight. He con- 
cluded by saying: 

“Nobody except men who actually fly 
can guage the stupendous progress that 
is now being made toward the perfect 
machine, I will compete next summer 
in the Daily Mail’s $50,000 race around 
England in a metal aeroplane of my 
own design which I will test-in Paris 
six weeks hence. The world will gasp 
at the things that will be done in that 
flight.’

Breckenridge, Jones, president of the 
Mississippi Valley Trust Co., upon 
whom a subpena was. served in Caze- 
novia, N. Y., and who was taken to 
Rochester to testify in the United States 
Independent Telephone litigation, said 
in a statement Friday, on his return to 
St. Louis, that he had not attempted 
to evade. giving testimony in the case.
